private one, had a great Number of Pu- 
pils, and was not much inferior to many 
of the publick Colleges in England.

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Tak earning of my own Bread gave 
me the greateſt Pleaſure imaginable, for 
fure nothing is more painful to a gene- 
rous Heart than Obligation : My Spirits 
return'd, and I went thro' my Buſineſs 
cheerfully, nor was my Siſter leſs tranſ- 

orted with my good Fortune. But alas ! 
it did not laſt long; for as if Fate had 
mark'd me for Misfortunes, I had not 


enjoy'd my Place about eight Months 


before my Maſter, being privately extra- 
vagant, tho' in Appearance quite the re- 
verſe, was oblig'd to leave England to 


avoid Þ$oing to Gaol. and I was again 


reduc'd to my former Poverty, and to 


compleat my Ruin, my Couſin, that wor- 


thy Man, met with an Accident that de- 
prived him of his Life. 


Hz was one of a melancholly Diſpo- 
ſition, and made fiſhing his chief A- 
muſement, and going into the Count 

one Day to divert himſelf, he ſet down 
by the Water-ſide to watch the Succeſs 
of his Angle, when unfortunately an Ad- 
der bit him juſt at the Bottom of his 
Back-bone, as he was two Miles from a 
Houſe, it was ſome Time before he cou'd 
get any Aſſiſtance : When a Surgeon exa- 
min'd the Wound, he told him it was 


mortal, 
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mortal, and deſir'd he would ſettle his : 


Affairs, and prepare for Death. — He 
was brought home in a moſt miſerable 
Condition, and had bit juſt Time to con- 
jure his Wife to take what Care ſhe cou'd of 
me and my poor Siſter, before his Senſes 
forſook him; he rav'd for two Days, and 
then dy'd in the utmoſt Agony you poſ- 
ſibly can imagine. : 


As I was pretty well acquainted with 
the Widow's Circumſtances, and knew 
that he was the entire Support of the 
Family, I naturally imagin'd that the 
Conſequence of his Death wou'd be very 
fatal to myſelf and my unhappy Siſter. . 
Tho? the good Woman had ſuch a regard to 
the dying Words of her Huſband, that 
ſhe promis'd to ſupport us to the laſt 
Farthing ſhe had in the World ; how-' 
ever, I reſolv'd not to diſtreſs her, and 
not being able to get any better Buſi- 
ſineſs, I was oblig'd to ſubmit to my pre- 
ſent Condition, and rather choſe to wear 
a Livery than impoſe upon .my Friend 
nor do I bluſh to meet my Acquaintance 
in this Dreſs, who remember me in bet- 
ter Circumſtances, łho' ſome of them are 
aſham'd to ſpeak to me; for I prefer 
this honeſt Meaneſs to all the ill-got Riches 


Villany ever purchas'd. My Siſter till 
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tives with my Couſin in as handſome a 
Manner as her ſmall Income, with my 
Aſſiſtance, will permit. I take every Op- 
Portunity I have tq; viſit her, tho' they 
are generally but melancholly Meetings, 
and we ſeldom part without a Flood of 
Tears; 


Wurr Philippe had ended, my Heart 

was fo ſenſibly touch'd that I cou'd not 
help burſting into Tears at the Relation 
of his Misfortunes. — But having re- 
cover'd - myſelf a little, I was eager to 
know what were become of his two 
younger Brothers that were left in the 
Hands of their cruel Father, and bar- 
barous Mother-in-Law. Upon which he 
told me, that either thro* cruel Uſage, 
or Diſeaſes, he cou'd not tell which, they 
were both dead; and, ſaid he, fince I 
have only my Siſter left, I hope, ſome

ſhip, and that he had not any End in 
diſpraiſing her, but for my good; I for- 
bore making any Reply. But Phillippe 
perceiv'd by my Confuſion, that I did 
not much reliſh what he had ſaid, and went 
on thus: Don't take my Freedom a- 
e miſs, ſince it is the Office of a Friend

can make him eaſy ; to purchafe which he 
runs in every Body's Debt, intrudes into 
every Body's Company in hopes of a Din- 
ner, and has not one Friend in the 
World, becauſe ev'ry one he can get ac- 
13 with his Neceſſity obliges him to 
eceive, and of Courſe is deſpis'd by all 
Mankind; ) while good Servants are lov'd 


and valu'd by their Superiors, and reſpected 


for their Merit, which I think preferable 
to being flattered for an Eſtate; nor in- 
deed have they ſo many Faults as their 
Betters, becauſe they being ſo low, ev'ry 
one takes the Liberty of telling them 
the Truth, when, perhaps, their Maſters 
die without ever once hearing it: I once 
thought as you ſcem to do, that to live 
at another's Command were Miſery, *ill 
Neceſſity oblig'd me to try, and now 
Experience convinces me how much I was 

miſtaken 
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miſtaken : At preſent I ſerve Theodore and 
Guzman, Brothers by. Birth, but not at all 
related in their Tempers, yet they live in 
the greateſt Harmony and fraternal Love. 


 THEODORE, the eldeſt, gives him- 

ſelt up entirely to Study, and has plac'd 
his whole Happineſs in Philoſophy ; 
whilſt Guzman is of a light airy Temper, 
and in all Reſpects a thorough Member 
of the Beau Monde, but is equally Good- 
natur'd with his Brother, Theſe are my 
Maſters, and they uſe me with the ut- 
moſt Lenity, and never employ me in 


ng any Baſeneſs that may hurt my Morals, 


nor in a ny Fatigue that may impair my 
Health; in ſhort, they ſeem to think me 
their Equal in ev'ry Thing but Fortune, 
which they pay very little Deference to. 
— Now (continu'd he ) if 1 cou'd place 
you in a Family of this generous Behavi- 
our, wou'd you not think yourſelf much 
happier than under the Command of a 
Parcel of common Harlots, whoſe Love 
is Luft, and whoſe Friendſhip is cancelPFd 
in a Moment, I thick the Eſcape you 
have ſo lately had ſhouwd convince you of 
the Truth of what I ſay. — Theſe 
feveral other Arguments convine'd me 
wou'd be my Intereſt to follow his Ad- 
vice; ſo laying by my Pride, I promis'd 

to 
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to go with him the next Day, and en- 

e myſelf. with the-Gentleman he men- 
tion'd, whom he aſſur'd me wou'd be a 
good Maſter, and well worth my ſeeking 
after. | 


EARLY in the Morning I got up and 
dreſs'd myſelf, as well as. I cou'd, and 
about Eight o'Clock, my Friend call'd on 
me, and we went out together ; he car- 
ried me to a fine Houſe near St. James's- 
[quare, where aſking for one of the Ser- 
vants, that was his Friend, he came, and 
after giving me a Character, deſiFd he 
wou'd introduce me to his Maſter, which 
he immediately did. He was a tall, grave 
looking Man, but yet methought he had 
the Appearance of Good-nature, which 
his courteous Behaviour preſently confirm'd. 
The Man told him, that as he had or- 
der'd him to look out for a Servant, he 
had found me; and thought I wou'd do 
his Buſineſs effectually; and as to my Ho- 
neſty, tho' he had never ſeen me be- 
fore, he wou'd venture to anſwer for it, 
being recommended by an old Acquain- 
dance, who was as worthy and well be- 
"> a Man as any in the World.

entleman ſeem'd pleas'd with what the 
Servant told him (who immediately with- 
drew) and left me alone with his Maſ-

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ter. — When the Servant was gone, he 
aſk'd me who were my. Parents, how 
old I was, where I had liv'd, and a great 
many other Queſtions of the ſame Na- 
ture; all which I anſwer'd in the beſt 
Terms I cou'd find to expreſs myſelf in; 
but upon his enquiring farther into my 
Lite 4 cou'd not help telling him my whole 
Story, (except my living with Lowiſa, and 
my Intrigue with Marcella, neither of 
which Iwas aſſur'd wou'd conduce one Jot 
to my Reputation,) and all the Misfor- 
tunes I had undergone. When I had done, 
he ſeem'd very much affected with my Re- 
lation, and told me, that if it lay in his 
Power he wou'd mend my Condition, and 
fo diſmiſsd me for that Time, ordering 


5 me to come again on the Friday follow- 


ing. — When I came down, the Servant 
ho introduc'd me, took me into the 
Kitchen, where Philippo waited for me, 
and after treating us with ſome Wine 
and a Cruſt of Bread, my Friend and I 
went away together. 


As we walk'd along I told Phillippe 
my Succeſs, who was as well pleas'd at it 
as myſelf. We ſpent the reſt of the Day 
in innocent Amuſements, and about nine 

o'Clock I went home again, very well ſa- 
tisfied with what had paſs d. | 
MzTHoUGHT 
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.MzT#roucnT the Time mov'd but ſlow- 
ly on, *till Friday came, and I had a 
thouſand anxious Thoughts e' er it arrivd. 
At length it came, and I waited ſome 
Time in Expectation of my Friend's cal- 
ling on me, as he promis'd to go with 
me; but as he did not, I refoly'd to go 
without him. 


WEN I came to the Houſe, the Gen- 
tleman receiv'd me with as much Civi- 
lity and good Nature, as he had done be- 
fore. Here he began to enquire into my 
Education, whether I cou'd Read and 
Write and Caſt Accompt; I told him I 
underftood them all very well. Well, 
{aid he, ſince you are ſo qualified, I be- 
lieve I can provide for you in a better 
Manner than you expect. You muſt know, 
continu'd he, that as I keep a great ma- 
ny Servants, I am forc'd to truſt to one 
Perſon to over look all the reſt, and ſee 
they do their Buſineſs; to take in Meſ- 
ſages, and caſt up my weekly Expences, 
which I expect to have every Monday 
Morning given me, fairly ſtated. Now 
if you think yourſelf capable of this Of- 
fice, I will employ you in it, by which 
Means your Salary will be double that of 
a common Footman's, your Vales conſi- 
derable, and your Reputation that — * 
| n 
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honeſt Man's. I thank'd him a thouſand 
times for the Confidence he repos'd in me, 
and promis'd to take all the Care I poſ- 
ſibly cou'd to execute my Office with In- 
tegrity and Juſtice. He ſeem'd very well 
ſatisfied of my Honeſty, and told me 
that I might enter into my Office as ſoon 
as I pleas'd, and that he wou'd give me 
eight Pounds a Year at preſent, and as I 
behav'd, farther Advancement, and withal 
promis'd to cloath me, to make me appear 
worthy my Commiſſion. I told my new 
Maſter, that as I had nothing at my other 
Place worth my fetching, —— (for indeed, 
I had not any Cloaths but what were up- 
on my Back) if he pleas'd, I wou'd not 
return any more, but enter into my Bu- 
ſineſs immediately. — He readily agreed, 
and thus I engag'd myſelf as Clerk with 
Lorenzo, for ſo I ſhall call my preſent 
Maſter ; and leſt any Body ſhould. re- 
member me in my late bad Scene of Life, 
I chang'd my Name of Fohn-le-Brun, to 
Peter- de-Blois; for tho' I never did any 
Thing baſe, ſo ſober and grave a Man as 
Lorenzo wou'd have thought very ill of 
my Morals, by the Company I had fo 
lately kept. | 


LORENZO ſent immediately for his 


Taylor, who took Meaſure of me for a 
Suit 
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Suit of Cloaths, and I went out and bought 
myſelf all other Neceſſaries proper to wear 
with them, and on the Sunday Seven-night 
being dreſs'd all in new, I went and ſhew'd 
my Maſter, and thank'd him for his Fa- 
vour, and withal gave him the Account 
of the laſt Week's Expences, as he had or- 
der'd me. He was very well pleas'd with 
my Manner, prais'd my Diligence, and 


gave me half a Guinea for my Pocket, 


B Ive thus happy I wanted nothing 
but my Friend to congratulate me on my 
Succeſs, by whoſe Means I was thus rais'd 
in the World, (for I had neither ſeen nor 
heard from him fince my Engagement 
in this Family) but as he was a Servant, 
I knew his Time was not his own, and ſo 
eaſily excus'd his Abſence. 


Every Day Lorenzo conferr'd ſome F- 
vour or other on me, and I grew ſo much 


in his Eſteem, that he us'd me more like 


a Child than a Servant, which made me 
very much reſpected by the reſt of the Fa- 
mily, (which is not uſual for a Favourite 
to be;) but as I had not any Pride, and 
aſſum'd very little Power over them, their 
Love made them all my Servants as 


much as my Maſter's, and the whole Fa- 


mily was Harmony. 
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I rad a little Room to myſelf, which 

I us'd to call my Office, for here I in- 
ſpected all the Accounts, and did what 
other Buſineſs my Place oblig'd me to.— 
And as I had above half the Day to my- 
ſelf, T bought a few Books which I us'd 
to divert myſelf with ev'ry Opportunity 
my Buſineſs wou'd permit, by which 
Means I emprov*d my Learning, and re- 
find my Morals. My Maſter perceiving 
me ſo fond of Study, gave me an unli- 
mited Order to take what Books I want- 
ed at his Bookſellers, and bid him ſet 
them them down to his Account. This 
was a Favour very agreeable to my Hu- 
mour, and I made the beſt Uſe of it 
my Capacity wou'd let me. FO 


In a Twelve-month's time I very much 
emprov'd myſelf by my Study, and had 
the Pleaſure to ſee my Behaviour agree- 
able to the Family, and my Buſineſs done 
to the Satisfaction of my Maſter. My 
Lady too, who was an affable good Wo- 
man, ſeem'd no leſs pleas'd with my Suc- 
ceſs than her Huſband, and was always, 
as I then thought, as ready to promote 
my Intereſt ; nor was I ever uneaſy but 


when I reflected on my murder'd Mar- 
cella. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. IX. 
An unfortunate Accident ; the Ser- 
vice I did Lorenzo, and his Ge- 
noeroſity. 


A BOUT this Time, to my great Sur- 
ze, there happen'd an Accident, 


which ſet the whole Family in Confuſion; it 


threw my Maſter into the higheſt Jealouſy, 
and my Lady almoſt into Deſpair z and their 
Goodneſs and Generoſity had ſo engag' d 
their Servants wiſhes for their Happineſs, 
that every one felt their Diſtreſs as much 
as if it had been their own.

My Lady had a Woman, who waited 
on her (whom TI ſhall call Lettice) that 
was of a pretty amorous Diſpoſition, and 
I believe had gone thro' the whole Fa- 
mily, except my Maſter and myſelf, as 
I judge by the Freedom which I had feen 
many of the Footmen take with her; but 
having tir'd all the Servants at home, ſhe 
began to ſeek out for ſome freſh ones - 


abroad, and ſoon had a great Train of

0 
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Admirers to viſit her; but there was one 
that ſhe ſeem'd particularly fond of, and 
he was more frequent in his Viſitations 
than any of the reſt; he appear'd a work- 
ing Man, and in very bad Circumſtances, 
for he never came to ſee her, but in one 
Coat, and that but indifferent. She went 
on in this Manner for ſome Time, was 
always fond of his Company, and ever un- 
ealy when he was away ; as the Servants 
thought there might be a Treaty of Mar- 
riage on foot, they were civil to the Man, 
and never diſcover'd the Affair to. my 
Maſter. 


Now my Maſter and Lady ſometimes 
had different Apartments, not from any 
Diſtaſte to each other, for they were the 
fondeſt Couple I ever ſaw, but merely 
for Form's Sake, which People of Faſhion 
generally obſerve. 


Wu my Lady lay by herſelf, Lettice 
laid in a Chamber cloſe to her, which 
had a Door into her Room, that ſhe 
might the readier hear if ſhe ſnou'd call. 
One Morning about Three o'Clock, when 
all the Family was aſleep, we were a- 
larm'd by an Outcry of Fire, which im- 
mediately rais'd the whole Houſe, when 
looking eut of the Window, I percent

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ne” the next Door but one all in a Blat, 
nd and all the Neighbourhood in Confuſion ; 
ns upon which I ſlipp*d on my Gown, and 
Kk ran down to the firſt Floor, where my 
8, Lady lay, in order to convey her ſafe from 
1C the Flames; but how was I ſurpriz'd 
it when going into her Chamber, I ſaw 
18 my Maſter holding a Piſtol to her Head, 
* ready to deprive the poor trembling La- 
8 dy of her Life, which he infallibly wou'd 
- have done, had not I ruſh'd upon him 
5 and prevented his Deſign; which inſtead 
7 of moderating his Paſſion, made him 


rave the more, while with Looks of 
Fury he ſtruggled , to deſtroy his Wife; 
4 the poor Lady ſtood motionleſs with 
Fear and Wonder, without the Power 
of Speech to aſk the reaſon of his An- 
ger: Being reſolv'd he ſhowd not hurt 
F her, I call'd for help, and forc'd him out 
of the Room; for I immediately thought 
the ſudden Surprize had turn'd his Brain, 
being aſſur'd he cou'd not have any real 
Cauſe for the raſh Action he was about 
to do when I came in. 


WHrrnN, we had got him into another 
Chamber, he made ſeveral Attempts to 
kill himſelf, and had we not been very 
quick in preventing him, he infallibly- 
had done it. My Lady lay in a Swoon, _ 
without 


Fire abated, and we may thank Heav'n 
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without any Body to look after her, for 
the Fire had frighten'd all the Women 
Servants out of the Houſe, upon which 
I ran to ſome Neighbours, and brought 
them to her Relief, who applying Cor- 
dials, and other Things proper upon ſuch 
Occaſions, fetch'd her to Life again; 


but oh! to ſee the Exceſs of Grief, and 
Tears that attended her recover*d Spirits, 


wou'd have pierc'd Stones, and made 


| Beaſts ſenſible of her Miſery ; ſtill crying, 


what have I done, that thus my cruel 
Huſband ſeeks my Life, let me go to 
him, and know my Crime ; then tore 
her Hair, and with ſuch Violence of 
Grief and Paſſion ſtruggled to get free that 
ſix Women found it difficult to hold her. 
This Sight ſo ſhock*'d me, that I was 
forc'd to fly the Place, or I had run mad 
with Wonder and Amazement. 1 then 
return'd to my Maſter, and found him 
as much diſtracted, and in as great an A- 
gony as I had left my poor Lady in.— 
I begg'd of him on my Knees to mode- 
rate his Paſſion, and let me know the 
Cauſe of his Uneaſineſs, I cou'd get no 
Anſwer for an Hour and more, but Re- 
venge, Revenge, which Words ſeem'd to 
ſpeak ſome real Injury done to him, tho' 
J was ignorant of it; by this Time the

it did ; for had it encreas'd we muft, 


in that Confuſion, all inevitebly have pe- 
riſh'd. 8 


In a little Tia, what with my In- 
treaties, and the Tears and Prayers of all 
about him, my Maſter began to be more 
moderate, and let us know the reaſon of 
his Paſſion ; when firſt (ſaid he) I was 
alarm'd with this unhappy Accident, for- 
getting my own Safety, I immediately 
ran down to ſave my Wife, in whom all 
my Joys were center*d ; when ent'ring 
her Chamber, the firſt Object that I ſaw 
was (O ſhame to Honour) a young Fel- 
low naked,' and ſhe jumping out of Bed, 
from whence, I ſuppoſe, he juſt before 
came; I catch'd up a Piſtol, and wou*d 
have ended the Villain on the Spot, but 
he prevented me, by leaping out of the 
Window; which occifion*'d me to turn 
my Vengeance towards her, and had not 
you hinder'd me pointing to me) I had 
long e' er this —— her Falſehood with 
her Blood. 


I X EVER was more aſtoniſn'd in my 
Life than at this Story ef my Maſter's, 
for I had always had ſuch an Opinion of 
my Lady's Virtue, that I never cou'd 
have 9 her of a Crime like this; 


nor 
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nor did I now believe it: I told my 
| Maſter ſome Villain had impos'd upon 

him, with deſign to ruin his Lady's. Repu- 
tation and deſtroy his Quiet; but he ſtill 
perſiſted, and ſwore he ſaw the Man naked 
in her Room, and ſome Neighbours then 
preſent confirm'd what he ſaid, by profeſ- 
fing they ſaw a Man jump out of my La- 
dy's Window into the Street, which they 
thought was occaſion'd by the ſudden A- 
larm of Fire, and ſo let him eſcape un- 
queſtion'd. This confounded me more 
than ever, and I knew not what to an- 
ſwer; but being reſolv'd to hear what 
my Lady cou'd ſay in her Defence, I 
flew to her, and told her all Lorenzo ac- 
cus'd her with, begg'd ſhe wou*'d unra- 
vel the Myſtery and clear her Reputation. 


Tu poor Lady was ſtruck almoſt in-

ing I began to find how wrong I had

take ſome Libertics with me, which I, be- 
| ing 
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ing an innocent Country Girl, did not 
know the Meaning of, nor did I give my- 


ſelf any great Trouble to learn; and tho? 


he treated me in a quite different manner 
from what my old Maſter the Parſon us*d 
to do, I never gueſs'd at his Deſign, but 
only thought it the Cuſtom of the Place; 
but one Night, when his Wife was out of 
Town, he diſcover'd his Intentions, by 
burſting, when all the Houſe was aſleep, 
wto my Room, and without any Ceremony 
coming to bed to me; I was ſo confound- 
ed, that, without making any Noiſe, ſub- 
mitted myſelf to his Pleaſure; the Con- 
ſequence of which was in nine Months a 
Child. ;

| did not know how to keep it from 
ſtarving; but upon. a firm Promiſe of 
letting me know-where it was put, EF con- 
ſented ;z but to my eternal Sorrow, I have 
never ſeen it ſince, nor can by any means 
get from him what is become of it; I 
feat the barbarous Wretch has murder*d it; 
which Thought torments me more than all 
my other Griefs: here the poor Woman burſt 
into Tears, and was in the utmoſt Agony 
for her loſt Child: Nor will you wonder, 
faid the Captain, that I was as much con- 
fus'd, when I tell you, that every Circum- 
tance this Woman has mention'd, was the 
fame that Capt. Campaign, my deceas*d 
Friend, had told me concerning my Birth, 
and that by all Appearance this Woman 
could be only my own Mother : Without 
ſtaying for the reſt of the Story, I aſk*d 
her what was the Lord's Name, who was 
ſo cruel to her, which ſhe would have con- 
ceal'd; but upon my telling her a Secret 
of the utmoſt Conſequence depended upon 
it, - ſhe told me his Name, and it was the 
very fame my Friend had told me; being 
now fully convinc'd it was my Mother, 
I flew into her Arms, and with a Flood 
of joyous Tears, cry'd out, it is my .

I own Captain (ſaid I) this was a ſur- 
prizing Diſcovery, and well worthy to be 
recorded ; but pray how came your Mo- 
ther, when ſhe was left in that poor Con- 
dition, into the Houſe where you found 
her; why, Sir, (replied he) the Gentle- 
man who had interceeded for her to my 
Lord, took Compaſſion on her Misfor- 
tunes, and brought her into .his Houſe, 
where, after he had cloath'd and main-

which I was not forry for, conſiderintʒ 
what Scene was to be acted: Son ag my 
Lord came, I conducted him into the Dic 
ning-Room, where my Mother was ready 
to receive him; whom he no ſooner ſaw, but 
he went to ſalute her (without remembring 
any thing of her;) but ſhe immediately re-

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left me to pay the'Moneyy which almoſt 
redic?'d me to Poverty, and I thought T 
muſt have gone off too; this Trouble ftifk 


proceeded from the ſame Spring as the 


former, Yes. The next Year proved a 


plentiful Seaſon, and, having a fine Crop 


of Wheat, I a little recover'd my late 
Misfortune; when a Gentleman, who was 


my Landlord, ſet up for Member of the 


Borough, but I, being aſk*d to vote for his 
Antagoniſt, who was of the Country Par- 
ty, anſwer'd, Les; which ſo incens'd my 
Landlord, that ſoon after he ſciz'd all my 
Effects for Half-a-Year's Rent, and ſo diſ- 
treſs'd me; that I never cou'd recover a- 
gain, and was forc'd to turn Hoſtler, and 
content myſelf with this mean Way of 
Life, in a Place far diſtant from where I 
knew my happier Days. Now, Sir, ſaid 
he, 1 think I may juſtly ſay, I owe my 


Ruin to faying, Les; which has made me 


ſet a Reſolution never to mention that 
damn'd Word again, but always anſwer 


No to every Queſtion that is aſk'd me, 


and ſee if it will proſper better than the 
other. The Parſon of the Pariſh imputes 
my Ruin to another Thing, and ſays, it 
is a Judgment upon me for giving my Vote 
to a Man of the Country Intereſt; but 
I don't believe him.

Friendſhips baniſh'd, and none can ſmile, 

unleſs ere, where Haase 
N Ut 
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but a Drug, and only ready Money goes; 
and wealthy Fathers, to indulge their Itch 
of Play, entail Contempt and Poverty to 
all their Succeſſors. Here Avarice and 
the Love of Money aſſembled a large Com- 


pany, of which I was one; I ſhall for- 


bear giving a Deſcription of. the People, 
and their different Manners, fince almoſt 


every body knows the Conſequences of 


winning and loſing, and the many Paſſi- 
ons and Extaſies which Fortune throws 
Men into. — So I hope my Reader will 
be contented with knowing, that after I 
had fate above ten Hours, I came off but 
ten Pounds a Winner, which pleas'd me 
very well, and ſent me to Bed with a 
light Heart. 


Tux next Morning I employ'd in ſeek- 
ing out a Lodging for myſelf, and the 
Captain, after ſeeing many, I fix'd upon 
upon one near the hot Well, and agreed 
to pay a Guinea per Week for it: It was 


a large Houſe, and full of Lodgers, but 


very commodious, and we were both well 
ſatisfy'd with the Bargain: Before I had 
been here a Fortnight, I got a large Ac- 
quaintance, which made the Place very 
agreeable; the Day we ſpent in Walking, 
Bathing, talking with the Ladies, and 
a thouſand other Amuſements which ſerve

fion to me, for I had great Succeſs, and 
found my. Money increaſe. almoſt every 
Night; in ſhort, I had now, in Money 
and Bills, upwards of 1000/7. But here 
Fate ſeem'd to repent of her Kindneſs to 
me, and ſent Love, to ruin both Peace 
and Fortune at a Blow; the little ly God 
undertook the Charge, and effectually per- 
form'd it in the following Manner. 


THERE was a Gentleman and his Wife 
and Daughter, who were fellow Lodgers 
in the ſame Houſe with the Captain and

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never fail to divert the Vulgar ; and tho? 
my Tears might have convinc'd them of 
my Sorrow, yet, as the Brutes had no 
Notion of Love or Gratitude to Friends, 
not one imagin*d Lorenzo's Death was the 
Cauſe of my Diſtraction, and ſo took 
very little Pains to comfort me, unleſs 
laughing at me, and mocking me could 
afford any Relief: While J was in this 
Diſtreſs, ſurrounded by a thouſand gaping 
Auditors, there happen'd to paſs by an 
old Servant of Lorenzo's, (the very Per- 
fon. who, at my Friend Philippo's Requeſt, 
firſt introduc'd me into the Family) who 
had Curioſity enough to preſs among the 
Croud, to ſee the Object of their Mirth ;

Wk the Funeral was over I return'd 
back to the Houſe, and lay that Night 
with one of the Servants: My Lady re- 
main'd in deep Grief, and wou'd not ſee 
any Company of what Sort ſoever; all 
this while I liv'd in the utmoſt Torment 
and Doubt, nor cou'd my Fortune be de- 
termin'd *till my Lady appear'd in Pub- 


lick; in about a Fortnight after ſhe gave

the next Day I wrote a Letter of Condo- 
lance, 
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lance, and withal laid my preſent Neceſ. 
ſity before her; her Anſwer was very ſhort,

me but ſmall Hopes, and J had very little 
Thoughts of any Favours from her.

I now began to find myſelf in a very 
miſerable Condition, being thus diſappoint- 
ed of my only Hope, and my Money al- 
moſt ſpent ; beſides, the fooliſh Manner in 
which I loſt my Subſtance, gave me more 
Uneaſineſs than the real Want of it, nor 
cou'd I find one to pity me: On the con- 
trary, the Story made every Body laugh 
who heard it, which gave me reaſon to 
think, they thought the Girl's Robbery 
but a witty Stratagem, and my Loſs, but 
a Fool's Deſerts. Being thus derided for 
what I thought I ſhou'd be pitied, ſo pro- 
vok'd me, that I reſolv'd to leave the Land, 
and had certainly gone, had not I met my 
old Friend the Captain, who, after hearing 
my Story, perſuaded me to continue where 
J was, at the ſame time aſſuring me, I 
ſhou'd not want for a Sum of Money to 
try to recover my Loſs, and as to my Ex- 

ences, he ſaid, they ſhou'd be very ſmall z 
or, that he wou'd get me ſuch a Set of 
Acquaintance, with whom 1 might dine 
every Day of the Week: This Promiſe 
d little rais'd my Spirits, I ſat down to 
Dinner with the Captain, and made a hear- 
tier Meal than I had done for ſome Months 

before;

before; we drank a cheerful Glaſs toge- 
ther, and the Captain made me ſo eaſy, 
that I immediately chang'd my Reſolution 
of leaving Englang; and to put it entire- 
ly out of my Head, he went to his Bureau, 
and gave me fifty Guineas, and at the fame 
Time wiſh'd me Succeſs ; but withal, ſaid 
thus: Sir, tho? no Man loves his Friends 
« better than I do, yet Fortune has not 
&« put it in my Power to ſerve *em ſo much 
« as I cou'd wiſh, yet what I can do for 
* dem, they are always welcome to; this 
« Money is all I can at preſent ſpare, and 
&« I give it you without any Hopes of a 
<« Return, nor do I deſire you to uſe any

I was going to anſwer 
him, when he took me by my Hand, and 
deſir'd I would never mention a Word 
more of it, I obſcrv'd his Requeſt, and 
we ſat down and finiſh'd another Bottle, 
which being done I took my leave o 

him. | y 
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I wenT immediately and took a ſingle 
Room at a Chandler's-Shop in Piccadilly, 
(for I had hitherto lain at Zorenzo's Houſe) 
it was ſmall, and but indifferently fur- 
niſh'd ; but I conſider'd, in the Courſe of 
Life I was then going to follow, I ſhou'd - 
have no great Occaſion for fine Lodgings, . 
ſince I had reſolv'd to eat and drink every 
Day with one Friend or another, but never 
to entertain any of them in Return ; a 
Scheme which many a ſmart Fellow in 
London thrives very well by. 


BETORE I went into my Lodging, I 
bought an old Trunk, and carried it in to

Civility have offer'd to help it up 
Stairs, and have diſcovered my Poverty by 
the Lightneſs of my Baggage; to prevent 
which, I watch'd the Opportunity of his 
going out, before I ſuffer'd my Goods to 


- appear. The next Day I went and beſpoke

myſelf a new Suit of Cloaths, for as I was 
no dreſs'd, I cou'd not poſſibly begin my 
Scheme of eating at other People's Ex- 


pence, there being but few that care to

to regale myſelf at the Cook's, for J de- 
termin*d not to ſquander away my Money 
at Tayerns: After living in this Manner 
for about a Week, my Taylor came and 
fitted me out for better Company; by this 
Time too I had got ſome new Shirts, a 
Wig, Sword, and all other Neceſſaries fit 
to appear in the Beau- Monde with. In- 
deed, I can't ſay, that I paid ready Money 
for em; for, as my Credit was good, I 
was willing to defer the Payment 'till I 
ſaw how Fortune wou'd favour me. 


Tux firſt Viſit I made was to my good 
Friend the Captain, who receiv'd me kind- 
ly, and told fne, he was juſt going to dine 
with an Officer, an Acquaintance of his,

The Difficulty was 
now to find a Parſon, that would do the 
Office without acquainting the Neigh-

Ax the End of nine Months my Wife 
was deliver'd of a Son, which gave me 
the higheſt Satisfactſon, and ſeem'd to be 
very pleaſing to my Father, which made 
my Joy relith much better.

Tais Letter of my Father's ſtruck 
to my Heart, and made mg more mi- 
ſerable than any other Accident cou'd 

Mbly compaſs, I thought I ſhou'd have 
95d with Grief: When I reflected on 
that barbarous Sentence, never to ſee her 
more; nor had I one Gleam of Comfort 
but his Promiſe of providing for my 
Wife and Child, which I had great Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect, ſince he had been ſo cruel 


to me. 


Tax Captain us'd all his Eloquence 
to make me eaſy, and reconcile me to 
my Fortune ; but my Paſſion for my Wife 
was ſo great, that all his Perſuaſions had 
no Effect, nor in the leaſt afſuag'd my 
Grief : He order'd my Irons to be taken 
off, and took me into his own Cabin, 
which a little eas'd my Body, tho? it 
gave no Comfort to my Mind.

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HERE, I cou'd not help interrupting 
the Gentleman, being impatient to know 
what became of his Wife, and what En- 
tertainment ſhe met with, after he was 
carry'd on board? Sir, (anſwer'd he) 
the Treatment ſhe receiv'd was more 
brutal, if poſſible, than any thing I have 
hitherto related ; for as ſoon as ever ſhe 
was able to get out of her Bed, my hard- 
hearted Father order'd her and the 
Infant to be turn'd out of Doors, and 
ſet adrift in the rude Current of the World 
to Miſery and Want. Being thus diſ- 
carded. by him from whom ſhe hop'd for

b*q ſooner 
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ſooner enter'd but the deſir'd me to give 
ber the Reaſons for my Behaviour I 
had promis'd in my Letter. Without 
any Heſitation I told her the whole 
Story of my Marriage, my Father's Cru- 
elty, my being deluded on- board, and 
all the Circumſtances as I have related *em 
to you. 


WEN I had ended, ſhe was fo far 
from being diſpleas'd, that-ſhe expreſs'd 
the higheſt Satisfaction, applauded my 
Conſtancy, and begg'd I wou'd perſe- 
vere for the ſake of my poor Wife, whom 
I had left friendleſs in my own Country, 
She then told me, that tho* her Mother 
had given the Captain leave to introduce

WHEN the Wedding was over, the 
worthy Perez made me a very large Pre- 
ſent, and offer'd me any Service in his 
Power ; I only begg'd of him to get me 
a Paſs from his Father to go to my own 
Country, which as he knew my Story, he 
promis'd without any Heſitation.
